At the next 
meeting of the presbytery, held nt llin- 
ley In ISIS, he WHS accepted and Im- 
mediately received a call from the 
church nt Chllllcothe. which, being ac- 
cepted, lie was Installed the first Fri- 
day In November of that year. 


The next entry of Interest In the 


history referring to Rev. Mr. Wood- 
row Is In the records of the presby- 
tery hold in Ked Oak lu 1S47. to the 
effect that because of feeble health he 
had resigned his pastorate with the 
church at Chillioothe and the relation 
was dissolved. 
He died nt his home 


near Columbus in April, 1S77. 


It was his grandfather's church and 


his old home in Carlisle. Kng.. that 
President Wilson visited the first Sun- 
day he was in En plant! last December, 
lie was horn nt Paisley, Scotland, In 
1701, educated at Glasgow university, 
did missionary work in the Orkneys, 
settled as the pastor of the Independ- 
ent church of Carlisle, canie to Ameri- 
ca in 1S35. locating first at Brockville, 
Can. 
It was from that place that he 


went to Chillicothe.
